Recommendations for abating 
and eliminating juvenile delin- 
quency werg made by Carl G. 
Stifel, Republican candidate for 
Mayor, in a talk last night before 
the Twenty-eighth Ward Regular 
Republican Club, at the Hamil- 
ton-Wilshire Hotel. 2 

Discussing the treatment for 
emotionally -disturbed children, 
Stifel said: “Our Child Guidance 
Clinic should be given a sufficient 
budget by the city so that more 
psychiatrists, psychologists and 
psychiatrie social workers could 
be added to their staff to enable 
them to give this type of child 
the help it needs. As Mayor, I 
would see to this.” 

Stitel declared the city and 
state have the duty to insure 
proper guardianship for children: 

“While at times foster homes 
are necessary, nevertheless the 
modern tendency is to help the 
child in his own home, by giving 
him protective service,” he said. 

“Every child is entitled to the 
God-given right to opportunities 


for his own good and also for the 
good of society, and historically 
and naturally, the best place for 
a child to grow up is in his own 
home with his own rother and 
father to look after him.” 

Stifel promised that, if elected 
Mayor, he would take the neces- 
sary steps to insure adequate 
„protective services” for children 
who need. it. 

“I shall work with the private 
agencies in co-ordinating this 
badly needed service,” he said. 
“It has worked out very satis- 
factorily in Baltimore, Md., and in 
Akron, O., and it can work here.” 

He said there was urgent need 
for institutional facilities to care 
for mentally retarded children, 
pointing out there are no such 
facilities throughout Missouri for 
children under five years of age. 

“To make matters worse, pri- 
vate institutional care is finan- 
cially prohibitive for all but a few 
families,” he said. “And, trag- 
feally, no private institution in 
the St. Louis vicinity will serve 
Negro children.”

March 20—Abraham Glasser, as- 
sociate professor of law at Rut- 
gers University, was suspended 
from the faculty yesterday by Dr. 
Lewis Webster Jones, university 
president, on the basis of his 
testimony before the House Com- 


mittee on Un-American Activities 
in Washington Wednesday. 
Glasser in effect testified that 
he was not a Communist prior to 
1935 and after 1941 but refused 
on grounds of possible self-in- 
crimination to state whether he 
was a Communist between those 
years. He declined to state wheth- 
er he knew two persons described 
as Soviet secret police agents 
with whom he allegedly had fre- 
quent contact in the late 1930s. 
He is the third Rutgers faculty 
member to face disciplinary ac- 
tion after refusing to testify be- 
fore a congressional body. On 
Dec. 31 two professors were dis- 
missed by the Rutgers trustees 
when they failed to “clear” them- 
selves with the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee, before 
which they had refused to answer 


membership.

President Eisenhower made exactly the right 
statement, at his press conferencce Thursday, 
about the new Soviet regime and the recent air 
clashes along the Iron Curtain. 

As to the air clashes, he could have struck a 
posture calculated to aggravate the tensions al- 


ready aroused. Instead, he chose to state, in 


tones of great moderation, that neither the air. 
attacks nor the new regime are regarded by 
him as signalizing a change in Soviet intentions. 

In other words, he evidently does not believe 
that the air attacks represent a new plan of ag- 
gression by the Soviet Union. If this is the 
proper interpretation, the attacks probably re- 
flect the jitteriness of trigger-happy local com- 
manders, but no genegal orders from Moscowa 

The President also took a constructive line 
toward Premier Malenkov's peace talk when he 
said any Soviet proposals for peace will be met 
no less than halfway, that such proposals would 
be as welcome as they are sincere. 

This was certainly much better than announc- 
ing that he would be glad to see Malenkov in 
Washington. It was better than reading a cata- 
logue of grievances or demanding specific con- 
cessions by the Soviets as a proof of intentions. 

What President Eisenhower has done, in his 
first press conference since Stalin’s death, is to 
avoid inflammatory heroics while leaving the 
door open to negotiation if the Soviets hon- 
estly desire it. If our opponents want to wipe 
the slate clean and start over again, as the Presi- 
dent said, he indicated that he is willing. 

The next move, if any, is up to the Russians. 
It ought to come, if it is to succeed, through 
diplomatic channels. There has been enough 
public invective, enough statement and réstate- 
ment of deadlocked positions on various issues 
of controversy, to show that any improvement 
of relations must come through serious, unspec- 
tacular, nonpyrotechnic diplomacy. Nobody 
knows whether the Soviets are ready for this. 
The President has strongly suggested that we are. 
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Decisive Answer in Bonn 

Despite Communist demonstrations tn the usu- 
ally sedate streets of the university city of Bonn, 
the German Bundestag approved the peace con- 
tract with the allies, 226 to 164, and then au- 
thorized German participation in the European 
army, 224 to 165. 

The votes of ratification were personal tri- 
umphs for the pro-Western, pro-American Chan- 
cellor, Dr. Konrad Adenauer. They are bound to 
strengthen his position when he confers with 
United States authorities in Washington next 
month. Perhaps they may prove the incentive 
necessary to bring about similar parliamentary 
action—especially in France. 

The Communist demonstrations of protest may 
be heavily discounted. Politically the Reds are 
not strong in postwar Germany, But they could 
be counted on—with Russian prodding—to be as 
sensationally spectacular as possible. Naturally

leaders ig a strong German contingent at the 
core of the new Western army. 

Socialist opposition to the agreements is much 
more serious than that of the Reds. It may yet 
cause some difficulties when the question of 
ratification is raised in the Bundesrat, the upper 
house of the parliament. And there is also the 
possibility of an adverse high court decision, 
Yet both of these possibilities seem considerably 
reduced by the margin of Dr. Adenauer’s victory.

The Age of Steam Fading Away 
THE STEAM LOCOMOTIVE IN AMERICA: ITS DE- 
VELOPMENT IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY, by 
Alfred W. Bruce. (Nerton, 443 pgs., $7.50.) 
From 45 years’ experience in locomo- 
tive-building, Alfred Bruce has assembled 
factual data that are of historical value to 


all interested in railroads and transporta- 


tion problems. 

As if he still were surprised, he notes 
it is rare for a contemporary historian to 
be able to write inis“ to a phase of tech- 
nological development. , 

“The great age of the steam locomotive 
is past,” he says. “The development, over 
a period of more than 100 years, of the 
steam engine is now a closed chapter.” 

Although he says there still were 26,000 
steam locomotives in service in 1951 as 
against 15,000 diesels, he expects nearly 
complete dieselization by 1965 or soon 
thereafter. 

Despite the beaming of the book to a 
limited audience, here is a surprising 
amount of general interest. For instance, 
the first locomotive to haul a train in reg- 
ular service was the “Best Friend of 
Charleston,” placed in operation Jan. 15, 
1831, on the th Carolina railroad. 

The engine, the author relates, had a 
vertical tubular boiler that. developed 
steam pressure of 50 pounds per square 
inch, weighed 44% tons, and had a tractive 
effort of 400 nds, By contrast, Engine 
No. 4002, built for the Union Pacific in 
1941 by the authar’s firm, the American 
Locomotive Co., has boiler pressure of 300 
pounds, engine and tender weighed 1,207.- 
000 pounds, or 603.5 tons, and rated a 
tractive effort of 135,400 pounds: 

After a year and a half of operation, 
the “Best Friend” * wrecked by a boiler 
explosion caused by an over-sensitive 
helper. He tied down the safety valve be- 
cause the hissing steam annoyed him. 

Expert explanation is given in the book 
about boiler explosions, “most dreaded of 
all accidents that can occur on the steam 
locomotive.” The last one in the United 
States came last October when a huge 
Denver & Rio Grande Western engine let 
go at Littleton, Colo., killing four men. 

With its charts, pictures of all or 
types of locomotives and comprehensive 
data from an authority on the subject, the 
book seems sure to become THE reference 


work in its field.

The movie pioneer, now 72 
years old, was the big star of the 
Silver Jubilee Academy Awards 
last night.. A film colony audi- 
ence cheered wildly as millions 
more for the first time saw the 
ceremony on television. 


De Mille’s victory for “Great- 
est Show” as the best picture of 
1952 was the night’s only surprise. 
Favorites Shirley „ Booth and 
Gary Cooper came through as 
predicted to take the best actress 
and best actor awards.

It should be observed that 
Veeck, who took his licking 
like the game guy he is, per- 
formed characteristically when 
the chance that had been de- 
nied him was granted to Perini.

He didn't say, as he might 
have, “why does Lou get the 
lollipop when I get the stick?“ 

There is no sure confidence 
here that Lou got a good thing.

ciation over the years has not 

proved conclusively that it can 
pay major league bills. 

The change isn’t going to do 
the American Association any 
good.

Now that franchise 
must go to Toledo, where 
American Association baseball 
dried up and blew away a while
